Time and Temper Saver 


Most radio fans fool around 
with the dials until they get some- 
thing they like. This often re 
quires considerable patience. 

Another method is to look up 
the programs in the papers. The 
trouble here is that, like plans for 
making a lot of money, they look 
a lot better on paper than they 
turn out to be. 

There is only one absolutely 
satisfactory method. If you are 
buying goods, you want to know 
what you're getting.
